Deadlock ended on building program 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo. (AP) - A major 
step toward resolution of the two-month de­ 
lay in the state government building 
program came Tuesday as a legislative 
negotiating committee okayed a $140 mil­ 
lion compromise. 
The bill will now go back to the full House 
and Senate for final action. Committee 
members said the two chambers were 
scheduled to meet next Monday. 


While the lo-memoer conierence com­ 
mittee had continued it efforts to work out a 
settlement between the $142 million House 
bill and the senate's $145 million measure, 
the current special legialtive session had 
been recessed 


The special session convened last month. 
Following the conference committee’s 


Tuesday meeting, the panel’s members 
expressed confidence the version they ap­ 
proved would be passed by both legislative 
bodies. 
The breakthrough came only after the 
committee spent about three hours arguing 
about language dealing with a proposed 
state office building complex for mid-town 
St. Louis. 
Although there were several differences 
between the version of the huge capital 
improvments hill passed by each chamber, 
it was the stalemate of the St. Louis facilties 
that had posed the biggest road block to 
final agreement. 
The senators wanted to spend $14 million 
for a two-building office complex, while the 
House wanted to spend only $7 million for 
one building. 


Legislative leaders last week had in­ 
dicated they expected a braeak through in 
the conference committee and subsequently 
Senate Appropriations committee chair­ 
man Donald Manford, D+Lees Summit, 
said the senators would accept the House 
figure. 


But Manford said the Senate wanted some 
assuracne from the House that full funding 
for the St. Louis complex would be con­ 
sidered at a later date. 


When 
the 
commitee 
met 
formally 
Tuesday, however, House Appropriations 
Committee Chairman Rep. Wayne Goode, 
D+Normandy, said his side felt “any future 
additions would have to be taken up at a 
future legislature...with nothing agreed to 
at this point.” 


TOe House was for “one building at mid­ 
town—period," Goode said. 
One of the chief backers of full funding for 
the St. Louis building, Sen. J.B. Banks, 
D+St. Louis, said the city had planned to 
spend about $1 million to improve the mid­ 
town area and had been counting on the 
twobuilding complex. 


The city needed some commitment tor 
future construction Banks said. 
Later he proposed adding language to 
specify the $7 million House figure was for 
“Phase I” construction for one building. 


But Goode and other House member 
objected, since they said such language 
indicated a firm commitment to build the 
second structure. 
“If you put in Phase I’ you’re saying 


there is a Phase II,” Goode added, thus 
making it easier to get the other $7 million 
appropriated. 
At one point in the long debate over the 
language of the bill, Manford said ‘‘we're 
really hung upon a ridiculous point.” 


Sen. Paul Bradshaw, RSpringfield, also 
pointed out the Jefferson Biulding in the 
Captial City originally had been planned in 
“ phases" yet only one building had been 
constructed. 


What the committee finally passed was 
the $7 million for the St. Louis facility with 
specific language to earm ark how the 
money would be spent 
For example, the comprmise call for 
$775,000 to buy land, and Banks said that 
amount would pay for enough land for the 


two-building complex. 
The bill also specifies $71,437 will be used 
for working up specifications and site plans 
for a two-building complex. 


I .a ter Goode said the compromise was 
similar to the plans for the Jefferson 
Building and he did not think it committed 
the lawmakers to future funding 


Meanwhile, Banks said with the inclusion 
of the specific lanuage on spending the 
money he was “satisfied there is a com­ 
mitment.”

Rx for hospital cost savings 
A new government study has revived the old argument 
over whether doctors whose prim ary work is in hospitals- 
pathologists, radiologists, and anesthesiologists-should 
be paid a flat salary rather than a percentage of what the 
hospital charges. 
The study, based on 197% statistics, shows that doctors 
who work on a percentage earn more than salaried 
doctors doing the same job. For example, pathologists 
(who conduct laboratory tests) earned an average of 
$124,000 a year on a percentage basis, less than $50,000 a 
year if they were paid salaries instead. 
Radiologists (who interpret X rays) earned $110,000on 
percentage, less than $53,Oil on salary. Anesthesiologists 
(who sedate patients during operations) earned only 
slightly more-$70,000 compared to $62,000-when they 
were paid a percentage rather than a salary. 
The message in these statistics, according to the Ralph 
Nader-backed Public Citizens Health Research Group, is 
that consumers and taxpayers are being overcharged by 
as much as $215 million a year because some doctors are 
making “exorbitant” profits from percentage contracts 
with hospitals. 
There is , in f act, some sentiment in Congress to insist 
that all such specialists, if they treat medicare and 
medicaid patients, to put on a flat salary as part of 
President Carter ’s program to control runaway hospitals 
costs around the country. 
Doctors will contend, no doubt, that the government 
has 
no 
right 
to interfere in 
their 
financial 
arrangements 
with hospitals 
But critics say the percentage system encourages 
pathologists and radiologists to promote the use of lab 
tests and X rays because they receive a chunk of the 
income those services help bring in. 
Back in April the President asked Congress to limit 
increases in hospital revenues to no more than nine per 
cent a year, beginning in IfTB. 
That goal might be easier to achieve if pathology and 
radiology were treated as a salaried service instead of a 
high profit business that thrives and prospers when 
hospital costs are going up.

Lt. John Moulder, the for­ 
mer head of the Jackson. 
Miss.. vice squad, after the 
FBI began investigating 
charges that he coerced a 
young woman to submit to 
his sexual demands 
Like the Watergate case, 
this attempt to cover up a 
minor, if sordid, offense 
may develop into a major 
scandal We have learned, 
for example, that Moulder 
has been closely linked 
with Jackson’s powerful 
and popular District Attor­ 
ney Ed Peters 
An undercover agent for 
the state’s organized crime 
task force has accused 
both Moulder and Peters of 
negotiating to take payoffs 
to 
protect 
prostitution 
When 
we 
confronted 
Peters with the charge, he 
vigorously denied it and 
offered to take a lie detec­ 
tor test We agreed to give 
him the test. 
At first, he backed out of 
the offer but finally took 
the test from his own hand- 
picked polygraph opera­ 
tor But he agreed to allow 
an independent operator to 
monitor the testing Both 


experts reported back to us 
that Peters failed the lie 
detector test Here are the 
details: 
The task force hired 330-

Manfred 
Baron, 
alias the Fat Man. four

The American West, with its

laws that a faraway Federal 
Government wrote to encourage 
prairie farming. The Taylor 
Grazing Act of 1934 required 
permits from the Interior 
Department's Bureau of Land 
Management (BLM) for public - 
land grazing.

WASHINGTON - In New York 
not too long ago a federal judge 
threw out the state’s 40-year-old 
law under which workers on 
strike were paid 995 weekly in 
tax-free unemployment com­ 
pensation. 
A few days later the U.S. 
Supreme Court in Washington 
sancboned a Maryland law 
which denied federal welfare 
benefits to strikers 
In Bicentennial year 1976. the 
Supreme Court struck down a 
federal law which attempted to 
dictate the minimum wages and 
overtime pay which state 
governments should pay state 
employes. 
And in a small town in Idaho, 
when a plumbing contractor 
refused to permit government 
inspectors 
inside 
his 
plant 
without a search warrant, a 
panel of federal judges upheld 
the contractor 
In Madison. Wis. a school 
teacher waged a five-year legal 
battle to win Supreme Court 
vindication of hit right to speak 
before the school board over the 
protests of a labor union w hich 
claimed it had the exclusive 
right to speak for unionized 
teachers 
These cases help illustrate key 
principles underlying a new 
legal organization founded 
earlier this year by business 
leaders active in the Chamber of 
Commerce of the United Stales 
We call it the National Chamber 
Litigation Center. Inc (NCLC), 
and its role is to represent 
business » viewpoints before the 
federal regulatory agencies and 
the courts on issues of broad and 
criUcal 
importance 
to 
the 
business community It is an 
independent, 
nonprofit 
organization Financing comet 
from membership dues and 
special contributions 
We call it a business-oriented, 
public interest law firm We all 
know that a healthy mix of 
diverse points of view go into a 
determination of what is in the 
public interest of the nation as a 
whole We think the NCLC, its 
lawyers, legal research and 
studies will all contribute to the 
determination of what is in the 
overall public interest by 
representing, on a case-by case 
basis, an important facet of the 
public interest 
the business 
viewpoint. 
In the cases mentioned above 
the rulings supported a business 
point of view, but in each case an 
overriding public interest - such 
as the nght of free speech, in the 
teacher s case - also was 
present In other words, the 
NCLC will be concerned with 
broad business interests which 
impact not only on large 
segments of business but on the 
public as well. Thu is par­ 
ticularly true in the field of 
government 
regulation 
of 
business, which affects con­ 
sumers directly. 
In addition, the NCLC will 
conduct a center for legal 
research and study, special 
projects and seminars. 
For a number of years the 
Chamber has maintained an 
active litigation program Our 
purpose now is to expand and 
build on that program 
NCLC will be particularly 
active in labor litigation and will 
branch out extensively into the 
relatively 
new 
field 
of 
regulatory litigation, tackling 
restrictive anti- business sc 
Uvity to such areas as consumer 
affairs, trade regulation, en­ 
vironmental law, constitutional 
law 
and 
administrative 
procedure

(AP) ~ Maril Rudd, a fugitive member of the 
radical Weather Underground since 1970, surrendered today at 
the Manhattan district attorney’s office. 
Rudd, who faces a variety of misdemeanor charges stemming 
from antiwar demonstrations in the 1960s, is the first major 
figure of the clandestine group to turn himself in this year. He 
was to go to Chicago on Thursday to face charges stemming from 
antiwar protests there. 
♦’Rudd led the student takeover at Columbia University in 1968, 
and engaged in bloody street fighting with Chicago police a year 
later He faces charges related to both incidents. 
His decision to surrender follows earlier reports that the 
Weather Underground had split into factions and some members 
wanted to “surface,” abandoning the tactics of violence to 
concentrate on aboveground political activity. 
In Maplewood, N.J., Rudd’s father, Jacob, told a reporter, 
“Mark’s 30. Maybe he wants to join the establishment.” 
Rudd is the best known of several Weather Underground 
members who have turned themselves in this year. The FBI says 
14 Underground members are still sought, including Benardine 
Dohrn and several other longtime leaders of the group. 
Phoebe Hirsch and Robby Roth, who turned themselves in six 
months ago, were sentenced Tuesday to two years on probation 
and fined $1,000 for their roles in ’’Days of Rage,” the 1969 
Weatherman demonstration in Chicago. 
They have refused to discuss the Underground with authorities. 
The Weather Underground was known as Weatherman when it 
was created in 1969, an extremist offshoot of Students for a 
Democratic Society. The group dedicated itself to “the violent 
overthrow of established power in the United States.” 
The FBI attributes a wide array of criminal actions to the 
Weather Underground, including an explosion at the U.S. Capitol, 
a 1974 blast at Gulf Oil headquarters in Pittsburgh and the 1970 
prison escape of former drug guru Timothy Leary. 
Rudd faces a series of misdemeanor charges in New York, 
including obstruction of government administration, criminal 
solicitation and unlawful assembly — all stemming from the 
Columbia demonstrations

Gambling with state funds to 
rehabilitate prison inmates 
who have drug problems has 
been a risky venture with the 
State of Missouri coming out a 
loser more often than not. 
Bill Elder of the Division of 
Alcoholism and Drug Abuse is 
like an oddsmaker checking 
all the angles and hoping to 
cut his losses. “ You might say 
we’re looking for a way to 
hedge our bets,” Elder said. 
If he is successful, both the 
state and the inmates will 
come out winners. 
Elder 
is 
working 
with 
representatives 
from 
the 
Division of Corrections and 
the Division of Probation and 
Parole to find a way for 
choosing prison inmates who 
may have a better chance at 
staying away from drugs — 
and therefore a better chance 
for rehabilitation 


If a method for more ef­ 
fectively choosing inmates for 
drug rehabilitation programs 
can be defined, the state may 
lessen expenditures for the 
program 


“ If we can select those we 
can have a good success rate 
with, if we can lower the 
recidivism rate, we can help 
the taxpayer and can be cost 


effective,” Elder said. 
Elder, along with the other 
state officials, has come up 
with a 
proposed 
program 
which is scheduled to be used 


on 
a 
small 
scale 
ex­ 
perimentally beginning Oct. 1. 
If the program is successful, 
prison officials may get the 
mechanism needed to single 
out those inmates with a 
better chance of 
avoiding 
drugs once they are released 
from prison. 
In the process of setting up 
the proposed program, the 
state completed a study of 
substance abuse, 
including 
alcohol and drugs, among 
state prisoners. The study was 
published in March and in­ 
dicated about 42 per cent of 
the state prison population 
had been arrested at least 
once as a result of using 
alcohol and 40 5 per cent had 
been arrested at least onee as 
a result of using drugs. 
To deal with the problem of 
substance abuse among in­ 
mates, Elder and Ron Egger, 
of the Division of Corrections, 
have proposed a 
program 
which 
calls 
for 
in-depth 
screening 
of 
inmates 
and 
using drugs to discourage the 
abuse of alcohol and heroin 


“ Essentially, the way it is 
set up, it is a more intensive 
program 
where 
we 
do 
relatively heavy screening,” 


Egger said. “ We’re looking 
for people who have a problem 
and are ameanable to rehabil­ 
itation. 
With heavy screening, Elder 
said the state hopes to con­ 
centrate on inmates who show 
a 
strong 
d esire 
for 
rehabilitation. 
Presently, inmates may be 
released to halfway houses 
where drug counseling may or 
may not be available. “ Right 
now . the demand for services 
is so great, people are placed 
on availability of a slot. A 
halfway house can vary in 
quality of services,” Elder 
said. 
Under 
the 
proposed 
program, a halfway house will 
be established to deal with 
inmates 
with 
a 
substance 
abuse problem w ho are willing 
to 
submit 
to 
treatment 
Prominent in the treatment at 
the halfway house is the use of 
two 
drugs, 
antibuse 
and 
naltrexone. 
After ingesting antibuse. a 
person 
becomes 
very 
nauseous if he dnnks alcohol, 
Elder said Naltrexone works 
on a similar principle with 
heroin 
“ If you take a dnnk, you get 
very nauseated,” Elder said 
“ Main benefit from such an 
urunediate return.” 


Elder said he hopes to have 
a contractor bid on a halfway 


house offering the services by 
Oct. 1. Initially, the facility 
will be able to accommodate 
30 inmates at capacity, Elder 
said. If the program is suc­ 
cessful, more houses may be 
established 
In the halfway house, in­ 
mates would be supervised 
each day to assure medication 
is taken on a carefully con­ 
trolled basis 
Elder termed 
the

an Indian without a tribe, a 
chief without a people, a mas 
of the past without a future.

its 
desecration of its aboriginals. 
Once and for thousands of 
years this part of the nation, 
southern Oregon, was Indian 
country. Four tribes — the 
Modoc, Shosone, E ’ukskni and 
Plaikni — claimed an area 
from Crater Lake to the 
California border. The land 
was decorated with evergreen 
stands and rounded moun­ 
tains; it was remote, secure, 
lovely and rich. 
Too rich. When white men 
discovered the Indians of 
south Oregon in the 1800s, they 
saw not people but timber, 
hundreds of square miles of it, i 
timber for fires, timber for 
homes, timber for industry ! 
The fed eral governm ent 
grouped the four tribes unde' 
one name — Klamath — an/ 
began negotiations to aimd 
their properties.

roded their resolve In 1969 
apparently because of legal 
confusion and misunderstan­ 
ding. the remainder of the 
Klamath reservation was sold 
to the government at $103,000 
a share 
Many of the sellers now say 
they did not want to sell They 
say they merely wanted to end 
their relationship with an 
Oregon bank that was serving 


as their trustee. The govern­ 
ment, however, says that 
when the Indians voted to do 
away with the trusteeship, it 
was the same as voting for 
termination and the sale of 
their property 
Only one man has protested 
this government interpreta­ 
tion of the final sale. Edison 
Chiloquin. Though his land has 
been taken with the rest, he 
refuses to acknowledge that it 
is no longer his. For eight 
years now he has ignored the 
$103,000 payment. It is un­ 
claimed in a bank, the last 
sack of silver for the last 
Klamath earth. 
To be sure, Chiloquin could 
use the money. But there is a

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Bill would retrain 
displaced homemakers 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Con­ 
gress is studying a bill that 
would help establish centers to 
retrain millions of divorced or 
widowed women who have la 
bored for decades as homemak­ 
ers and mothers, but suddenly 
find themselves on their own. 
Often spurned by lawmakers, 
state employment services and 
the women’s movement, these 
“ older women, whether to sup­ 
port their children or them­ 
selves, are often ill-prepared to 
enter the labor market,” the 
bill’s sponsor. Sen Birch Bayh, 


D-Ind., told a hearing Monday. 
Bayh’s bill would give the 
states $10 million in the fiscal 
year that begins Oct. 1 to help 
them open service centers for 
the displaced homemakers. 
Bayh told the Senate human 
resources subcommittee that 
such middle aged women, rob 
bed of their livelihood by di­ 
vorce or the death of a spouse, 
get little help from Social Se­ 
curity and job placement pro­ 
grams. 
He noted that widows cannot 


collect on their husband's So­ 
cial Security until age 60 
If these women do "breach 
the barriers of age and sex dis­ 
crimination,” Bayh said, "they 
are still likely to be employed 
at menial, low-level occupations 
which provide only marginal in­ 
come.” 
The state centers would pro­ 
vide job counseling and train­ 
ing programs plus legal and fi­ 
nancial help 
An Illinois state representa­ 
tive said manv recent widows 


and divorcees could be called 
the “ new poor.” Susan Catania 
said "only about one divorcee 
in every seven is awarded 
alimony and less than one in 
two f)granted financial support 
for the children. 
"These women are not look­ 
ing for a handout, but help to 
help themselves," she said. 
While there are no specific 
figures on the number of dis­ 
placed 
homemakers 
nation­ 
wide, Sen Donald W Riegle, 
D-Mich., told the committee 
that the 10 million widows in 
1975 reperesented a 45 per cent 
jump in five years. The four 
million new divorcees that year 
were an increase of 223 per 
cent since 1950, he added 
Bills to supply aid to women 
who never worked outside the 
home have been passed in 13 
states.

parents to teach children

initial step in preparing young 
children for entering school 
for the first time often in­ 
cludes teaching parents how 
to teach their children.

number. 
Parents 
whose

core in the lower one-third 
test range are invited to 
participate in six workshops, 
Mrs liner says. The parents 
receive six or seven take- 
home packets of learning 
matenaLs at each workshop 
The parents work at home 
.nth their child on problem 
.olving and skills develop- 
nent One of the first packets 
i child completes teaches him 
to recognize the colors yellow 
and green Packets also give 
suggestions for ‘ reinforcing 
activities" which the parents 
can use 
in everyday ac­ 
tivities; for example, pointing 


out a green spotlight or a 
yellow banana to the child. 
Mrs. Liner said parents 
have been very supportive of 
the program because it “helps 
them learn the best way to 
teach 
their children 
and 
prepare them for school.” 
An informal study 
con­ 
ducted 
by 
the 
Mehlville 
district showed that children 
who participated in the pre­ 
school program with their 
parents were reading better in 
second grade than children 
who did not participate, Mrs. 
Linnersaid. 
More educators and parents 
now are recognizing the value 
of early learning programs in 
preparing children for the 
crucial first year of formal 
schooling, 
says 
Mildred 
Winter, director of the Early 
Childhood Education program 
for the Missouri Department 
of Elementary and Secondary 
Education. 
“The home is the primary 
center of learning in a child's 
early years, and parents are 
the primary teachers,” she 
says. 
“The 
public 
school 
system is not interested in 
institutionalizing children at a 
young age, but in supporting 
and assisting parents ” 
Pre-school programs also 
are important in screening 
young children for possible 
learning handicaps that could 
affect them in school, Mrs. 
Winter says. 
Eighty-nine of the 120 pre­ 
school programs offered last 
year in the state included 
screening services. 
Pre-school 
screening 
programs can provide a kind 
of educational “preventive 
medicine” 
against 
future 
problems, Mrs Winters says. 
For example, a child with an 
undetected hearing problem 
could be far behind his peers 
in 
reading 
and 
learning 
ability 
In 
the

school 
district, a screening process 
for 
4-year-olds 
detects 
“developmentally 
delayed” 
children the year before they 
enter 
kindergarten, 
says

McGruder, 
early 
childhood education teacher. 
Developmentally

deficiencies in such areas as 


hearing, 
speech, 
visual

Mrs. McGruder says. 
Other pre-schoolers without

children. 
However,

problems receive additional 
individual attention 
from 
classroom 
aides, 
special 
education staff teachers and 
parent volunteers. 
A typical day in the pre­ 
school class finds the children 
learning 
color recognition, 
perceptual skills

handling crayons and pencils, 
“and, of course, lots of music 
and 
story-telling,” 
Mrs. 
McGruder says 
The pre-school programs 
are a “tremendous help” in 
preparing the children for 
kindergarten, she says. “The 
kindergarten teachers have 
told us that the children who 


attend pre-school classes are 
much more ready for school 
than those who do not,” Mrs. 
McGruder says. 
Several 
early 
childhood 
education programs in the 
state have earned national 
recognition. Programs In the 
Mehlville, 
Ferguson-Florls- 
sant, University City, Maple- 
wood-Richmond 
Heights,

Mrs. Winters says more pre­ 
school programs could be

Americans will be flying direct 
to Europe from 11 cities for the 
first time if President Carter 
approves a major overhaul of 
transatlantic air routes pro­ 
posed by the Civil Aeronautics 
Board. 
CAB Chairman Alfred E. 
Kahn, at a meeting Monday, 
said he would like to see the 
proposal rob business from 
British carriers, recently given 
a greater share of the lucrative 
U.S.-London market by a new 
air transport agreement be­ 


tween the countries. 
The market has long been 
dominated by American car­ 
riers. 
Eager to see more U.S. 
flights to European points other 
than London, Kahn said: ‘i ’d 
love to stick it to them. If we 
kill the British tourist business, 
they might come back and beg 
us to open up the agreement.” 
He asked staff members to 
expedite a plan for new U.S. 
routes to Luxembourg, a major 
center for European connecting 
flights. 


"The British may find the 
treaty is good for their airlines, 
but not for tourism,” added the 
chairman, who has voiced his 
opposition to the agreement be­ 
fore. 
American cities that would be 
given their first direct Eu­ 
ropean service are Atlanta, 
Cleveland, Dallas-Fort Worth, 
Denver, Houston, Kansas City, 
Minneapolis-St. Paul, New Or­ 
leans, Pittsburgh, St. Louis and 
Tampa. 
The CAB proposed essentially 
the same plan last year, only to 


have it shot down by then-Pres- 
ident Gerald R. Ford. 
President Carter, who will 
have the final say, asked for a 
plan by early next month, aim­ 
ing for a decision by early No­ 
vember. 
The board submitted the pro­ 
posal to its general counsel 
Monday. Substantive changes 
are not expected in the docu­ 
ment. 
The plan would give two U.S. 
airlines, Delta and Northwest 
Orient, their first routes over 
the Atlantic. 
Enterprise passes 2nd flight test

tronauts 
steered 
the Space 
Shuttle Enterprise through a 
winding five-minute glide today 
in a successful second free 
flight test of the craft designed 
for once-a-week space commut­ 
ing in the 1960s. 
The airliner-sized space plane 
lifted cleanly from its carrier 
plane a few minutes behind 
schedule and touched down in a 
rooster tail of sand on the 
desert floor exactly as planned. 
"Looking great,” came the 
word from Houston, where the 
flight was directed and con­ 
trollers watched on TV mom 
tors

chase," radioed the pilot of one 
of four sleek jet chase plane? 
accompanying 
the 
massiv< 
Shuttle. 
Astronaut Joe Engle, 45, who 


had previoulsy flown the X15 
rocket plane to landings at this 
same NASA Dryden Flight Re­ 
search Center, guided the En­ 
terprise through a much tighter 
turn than the craft had made a 
month ago. 
As he did so, assisted by 
copilot Richard Truly, 41, the 
delta-winged ship rolled nearly 
onto its side, turning its black- 
painted underbelly toward tele­ 
vision cameras in a chase 
plane. 


"We sure want to thank you 
for the ride up here,” Engle ra­ 
dioed to the pilot of the Boeing 
747 just before explosive bolts 
fired to break the connection 
between the piggybacked craft. 
The astronauts were given a 
few more tasks for the second 
flight. 
The flight plan called for 
Engle to punch soon after the 
separation a series of num­ 
bered 
keys, 
somewhat 
like 
those on a push button phone, 


triggering the shuttle’s comput­ 
ers to fly the Enterprise auto­ 
matically with the guidance of 
an electronic brain. 
Engle, an Air Force colonel, 
also had instructions to nose 
the plane up and down and roll 
it gently from side to side to 
check its responsiveness to 
cockpit controls. 
On Aug. 12, two other astro­ 
nauts piloted the Enterprise 
during a successful 54-minute 
flight.

The study said the health of 
the babies of moderate drinkers

the category of heavy drinkers 
— and teetotalers was virtually 
the same. 
The findings are based on a 
review by Boston University 
doctors of the drinking habits 
of 633 pregnant women at Bos­ 
ton City Hospital. 
Earlier studies have warned 
of the dangers of drinking to 
the unborn, but this is the first 
report that measures the odds 
of this damage occurring. 
Dr Eileen M Oullette, who 
directed the study, said she 
recommends that women give 
up chinking completely while 
pregnant. 
"It’s unknown whether there 
is a safe amount that can be 
ingested." she said in an inter­ 
view "Alcohol crosses the pla­ 
centa and goes direcUy into the 
baby " 
Some of the women cut down 
on their drinking during preg 
nancy, but the doctors said only 
two of the 27 women who drank 
heavily throughout pregnancy 
had normal infants. 
The

defined 
heavy 
drinkers as those who consume 
five or more drinks daily, or an 
average of more than 
14 
ounces of pure alcohol a day 
However, the heavy drinkers in 
the test consumed an average 
of more than 6 ounces of pure 
alcohol a day 
The doctors discovered a va­ 
riety of abnormalities among 
the babies of the heavy drink 
ers 
Seventeen per cent of the 
heavy (frinker*’ children had 
serious birth defects, they said, 
compared with 3 per cent of the 
babies of nondrinkers, defined 
as women who drink less than 
once a month 


The babies 
drinkers were

also far more 
likely to be jittery, unable to 
suck well and have small heads 
and brains and poor muscle 
tone 
Overall, 71 per cent of the 
heavy drinkers’ children had 
some kind of abnormality, com 
pared with 36 per cent of the 
nondrinkers’ babies, they said.

(A P) - Con­ 
servationists are trying to undo 
what their ancestors did to a 
plot of prairie land at Fermi 
National Accelerator labora­ 
tory. 
They have finished their an­ 
nual seeding, not with corn and 
soybeans, but with the wild 
grasses 
and 
flowers 
which 
thrived before they were up­ 
rooted by the plow 
Dr Robert F Betz, professor 
of biology at Northeastern Il­ 
linois University, Chicago, said 
in an interview that when the 
project was completed in about 
10 years the site would be sci­ 
entifically 
valuable 
for 
the 
study of ecosystems and the 
evolution of prairie land. 
Intensive cultivation starting 
in the 19th century destroyed 
all but a tiny fraction of the 
prairie — less than .002 per 
cent — in the eastern Middle 


West, Betz said. 
Fermi lab turned 
over 
660 
acres for the restoration proj­ 
ect, begun in 1974 Before Fer- 
irulab was built, the area was 
used for farming. 
Recently, Betz and his col­ 
leagues planted 450 pounds of 
seeds from about 30 varieties of 
prairie 
grass 
and 
24 
wild- 
flowers on another 40 or 50 
acres of the plot. That brings 
the total seeded so far to 60 or 
70. 
The principal varieties plant­ 
ed were purple and yellow cone 
flower, 
prairie dock, 
purple 
prairie clover, compass plant, 
and Indian, big and little blue- 
stem and switch grass 
The original seeds, Betz said, 


came from prairies maintained 
by Morton Arboretum at Lisle 
and his university’s Markham 
plot, as well as an old cemetery 
and from along railroad tracks 
Now, with the help of about 
200 volunteers from the labora­ 
tory and the nearby commu­ 
nity, seeds are harvested in the 
autumn from the restoration 
plot, as well as elsewhere, for 
reseeding the following spring. 
They 
are cleaned, 
sorted, 
bagged, dampened and stored 
under refrigeration until time 
for spring planting. 
Betz said plans were to har­ 
vest the seeds mechanically in 
about a year. This would mean 
about 1,000 pounds could be 
gathered, so that more acreage 
could

planted 
in

years. 
Thorough discing and plowing 
are done to try to eliminate 
weeds from areas to be seeded. 
Betz said, and a controlled 
burnoff is done on previously 
seeded areas in the springtime 
for the same purpose.

Once the restored prairie is 
well along, Betz said, the con­ 
servationists plan to bring in

Frances, at a Washington res­ 
taurant Monday on his sixth 
day as a free man, Liddy, who 
plotted the Watergate break-in 
that deposed a president, talked 
about the joys of racing his 13- 
year-old son, being with his 
wife once again and trying to 
lose a cavalcade of reporters 
on the streets of New York. 
“Yes, indeed, I am very very 
happy these days,” said a smil­ 
ing, relaxed Liddy 
Asked where he’s headed, 
Liddy 
repeated 
the cryptic 
phrase he gave reporters after 
his release from federal prison 
in Danbury, Conn . Wednesday 
"E ast of the sun and west of 
the moon." 
But now, he explained, east 
af the sun was the fancy hotel 
mite where he gave his first in- 
erviews last week, while west 
if the moon is an unidentified 
-emote spot where he and his 
wife could be alone for their 
first 
real honeymoon in 20 
years of marriage

by John Ehrlichman, a Water­ 
gate figure still in prison.

Asked if he saw any parallels 
between the Bert Lance affair 
and Watergate, Liddy pointed 
to "some elements of the media 
and Congress,” who led to the 
destruction of Nixon. 
But Liddy said it would be 
“presumptuous, immature and 
imprudent" of him to make any 
judgment about Lance, Presi­ 
dent Carter's embattled budget 
director, because he did not 
have all the fac,ts. 
Liddy,

83, on June 4 and 
shooting her to death with Mrs 
Haggart’s own gun and stealing 
S415 and her car They are to 
be tried separately as adults 
Agrella's trial is set for Nov 7

THE CHANCELIX)R MANU­ 
SCRIPT. By Robert Ludlum. 
Dial. 448 Pages. $10. 
Taking off on the prem ise 
that fiction can be closer to 
truth than reality itself, Robert 
Ludlum builds his novel on the 
claim that FBI chief J. Edgar 
Hoover did not die a natural 
death but was assassinated. 
Carrying this a step further, 
Ludlum contends that Hoover 
possessed a m ass of damaging 
data on the backgrounds of 
prom inent people that could 
have prompted many to want 
to see him out of the way. 
The action centers around 
Peter Chancellor, a popular 
young novelist who was per­ 
suaded to abandon a budding 
career 
as 
an 
investigative 
w riter and turn to fiction in­ 
stead by Inver Brass, a secret 
organization of national leaders 
operating as a sort of shadow 
governm ent. 
Now Inver Brass has m aneu­ 
vered Chancellor into the heart 
of a complex plot involving 
Hoover's death and his missing 
files in hopes that he can find 
out

they

unable to uncover. Predictably, 


Chancellor feels compelled to 
set everything down on paper 
and a new novel begins to take 
shape. 


“ In fiction lies reality,” our 
hero m uses, “ the devices of the 
im agination 
more 
powerful 
than any weapon.” 


Finally, after being pursued 
by shadowy figures bent on de­ 
stroying his mind and after 
seeing a parade of men die 
violently or break under tor­ 
ture, Chancellor is told that 
Hoover was done in. He appar­ 
ently was never aware of it, al­ 
though he suspects the actions 
and motives of everyone he 
m eets in this weighty volume. 


The novel hits a high pitch of 
suspense, but tries to sustain it 
so long that interest finally be­ 
gins to flag. Still, Ludlum does 
succeed in weaving together 
what seem ed to be hopelessly 
snarled strands and em erges 
with a dram atic ending that 
should satisfy the most jaded 
whodunit fan.

Deadlock ended on 


Ttmday meeting, the panel’« members 
expressed confidence the version they ap> 
JEFFERSON CITY, Mo. (AP) - A major 
step toward resolution of the two-month de­ 
lay in the state government building 
program came Tuesday as a legislative 
negotiating committee okayed a 9140 mil­ 
lion compromise. 
The bill will now go back to the fiifl House 
and Senate for filial action. Committee 
members said the two chambers were 
scheduled to meet next Monday. 
While the lo-memoer conference com­ 
mittee had continued it efforts to work out a 
settlement between the $142 million House 
bill and the senate’s $146 million measure, 
the current special legialtive session had 
been recessed. 
The special session convened last month. 
Following the conference committee’s 


proved would be passed by both legislative 
bodies. 
The fareakthrou0i came only after the 
committee spent about three hours arguing 
about langui^e dealing with a pr posed 
state office building complex for mid-town 
St. Louis. 
Although there were several differences 
between the version of the huge capital 
improvments bill passed by each chamber, 
it was the stalemate of the St. Louis facilties 
that had posed the biggest road Modi to 
final agreement. 
The senators wanted to spend $14 million 
for a two-building office complex, while the 
House wanted to spend only $7 million for 
one building. 


Legislative leaders last week had in­ 
dicated they expected a braeak through in 
the conference committee and subsequently 
Senate Appropriations committee chair­ 
man Donald Manfani, D+Lees Summit, 
said the senators would accept the House 
figure. 


But Manford said the Senate wanted some 
assuracne from the House that full fundbig 
for the St. Louis complex would be Con­ 
sidered at a later date. 


When the commitee met formally 
Tuesday, however, House Appropriations 
Committee Chairman Rep. Wayne Goode, 
D+Normandy, said his side felt “any future 
additions would have to be taken up at a 
future legislature...with nothing agreed to 
at this point.” 


Hie House was for “one building at mid­ 
town-period,” Goode said. 
One of the chief backers of full funding for 
the St. Louis building, Sen. J.B. Banks, 
D+St. Louis, said the city had planned to 
spend about $1 million to improve the mid­ 
town area and had been counting on the 
twobuilding complex. 
The city needed some commitment for 
future construction Banks said. 
Later he proposed adding language to 
specify the $7 million House figure was for 
“Phase I” construction for one building. 
But Goode and other House member 
objected, since they said such language 
indicated a firm commitment to build the 
second structure. 
“If you put in ‘Phase I’ you’re saying 


there is a Phase II,” Goode added, thus 
making it easier to get the other $7 million 
appropriated. 
At one point in the long debate over the 
language of the bill, Manford said “we’re 
really hung upon a ridiculous point.” 


Sen. Paul Bradshaw, RSpringfield, also 
pointed out the Jefferson Biulding in the 
Captial City originally had been planned in 
“phases” yet only one building had been 
constructed. 
What the committee finally passed was 
the $7 million for the St. Louis facility with 
specific language to earmark how the 
money would be spent. 
For example, the comprmise call for 
$775,000 to buy land, and Banks said that 
amount would pay for enough land for the 


two-building complex. 
The bill also specifies $71,437 will be used 
for working up specifications and site plans 
for a two-building complex. 


Later Goode said the compromise was 
similar to the plans for the Jefferson 
Building and he did not think it committed 
the lawmakers to future funding. 


Meanwhile, Banks said with the inclusion 
of the specific lanuage on spending the 
money he was “satisfied there is a com­ 
mitment.”

A new government 8tu0r has revived the old argument 
over whether doctors wtiMtt primary work is in iMMpitals- 
pathologists, radiologists, and anesthesiologists should 
be paid a flat salary rattwr than a percentage of what the 
hospital charges. 
The study, based on 101 Ntatistics, shows that doctors 
who work on a percentage earn more than salaried 
doctors doing the same j g . For example, pathologists 
(who conduct laboraterp ftmfts) earned an average of 
$124,000 a year on a percentage basis, less than $80*000 a 
year if they were paid anights instead. 
Radiologists (whoinftmpnt X rays) earned $110,00on 
percentage, less than $6M 0oo salary. Anesthesiologists 
(who sedate patients M 
g operations) earned only 
slightly more-$70,000 canftpared to $«2,000-when they 
were pud a percentage tm m r than a salary. 
The message in theaeaftHttsttcs, according to the Ralph 
Nader-backed Public CtttMns Health Research Group, is 
that consumers and taxpettrs are being overcharged by 
as much as $215 million i p a r because some doctors are 
making “exorbitant” profits from percentage contracts 
with hospitals. 
There is , in fact, soma sentiment in Congress to insist 
that all such specialists, if they treat medicare and 
medicaid patients, to put on a flat salary at pert of 
President Carter’s program to control runaway hospitals 
costs around the country. 
Doctors will contend, He doubt, that the government 
has no right to interfere in their financial 
arrangements 
with hospitals. 
But critics say the percentage system encourages 
pathologists and radiologists to promote the uae of lab 
tests and X rays because they receive a chunk of the 
income those services help faring in.

WASHINGTON - In Now York 
not too long ago a federal judge 
throw out the state’s 49-year-old 
law under which worker« on 
•trike were paid 116 weekly In 
tax-free unemployment com- 
oensa tion. 
A few days later the U.S. 
Supreme Court in Washington 
sanctioned a Maryland tew 
which dented federal welfare 
benefits to strikers. 
In Bicentennial year 1975, the 
Supreme Court struck down a 
federal law which attempted to 
dictate the minimum wages and 
overtime pay which state 
governments should pay state 
employee. 
And tat a small town in Idaho, 
whan a plumbing contractor 
refused to permit government

without a search warrant, a 
panel of federal judges upheld 
the contractor. 
In Madison, Wis., a school 
teacher waged a five-year legal 
battle to win Supreme Court 
vindication of his right to speak 
before the school board over the 
protests of a labor union which 
claimed it had the exclusive 
right to speak for unionised 
teacher«. 
These cases help illustrate key 
principles underlying a new 
legal organisation founded

Bob Eterly was on stage with 
the Dorsey Brothers Band the 
night Tommy, the broth« who 
had hired Eterly as band vo­ 
calist only three weeks before, 
got mad and stalked off the 
bandstand. 
Eterly was learning, as 
many have done in the music 
business and many will yet 
learn, about the impermanence 
of one’s fortunes. 
He was afraid that his singing 
rare» was ov» three weeks 
after it had started but each of 
the Dorseys offered him a Job, 
Tommy saying he was going to 
start a band of his own. Eterly 
had only the money that was 
left from his three weeks of 
wages, so he went with Jimmy. 
Jimmy had the band and en­ 
gagements lined up; with Tom­ 
my ttere would be time while 
no money came in, as he put a 
band togetter and rehearsed it. 
Sing«s with big hit records 
today make a lot of money. 
When Eterly made records 
with the Jimmy Dorsey Band, 
he got pakl 660 p» tune, no 
royalties. However, he doesn’t 
mind. Today’s bluest hit is 
pretty much forgotten in two 
months, but his 16 biggest ones, 
including "Blue Champagne." 
"Tangerine," 
"Amapola,”

Many of the administration’s 
other energy proposals, espe­ 
cially the tax on industrial use 
of oil and natural gas, appear 
to be in serious trouble. The 
Senate Finance Committee con­ 
tinues hearings on these meas­ 
ures today. 
The House last month passed 
the entire energy package in 
one bill. But in the Senate, it 
has been split into five separate 
pieces of legislation. 
Two of these — energy con­ 
servation and coal conversion 
— have now won Senate ap­ 
proval, although not in their 
original form. 


House and Senate conferees 
will ultimately have to resolve 
the differences before Congress 
can enact the energy legisla­ 
tion. 
The House had gone along 
with the administration's pro­ 
posal to prohibit utilities from 
discounting electricity for large 
industrial customers. It also 
voted to require utilities to of­ 
fer low rates to consumers in 
times when demand is down. 
But Johnston said he doesn't 
think “the Senate will do much 
with utility regulation’’ in this 
session. Johnston has steered 
several other Carter energy 
proposals through the Senate. 
He said the Senate might 
give the government the power 
to intervene in some cases 
where states set utility rates, 
“but that’s probably as for as 
we’ll go." 
The energy conservation bill 
approved by the Senate Tues­ 
day would set new energy-effi­ 
ciency standards for buildings, 
home appliances and automo­ 
biles. 
Starting with 1980 models, 
cars getting less than 18 miles 
to the gallon could not be built. 
This level would rise to 21 
mites per gallon in 1985. 
The bill alio makes direct, 
low-interest government bans 
available for homeowners who 
install solar heating equipment 
while requiring utilities to help 
customers better insulate their 
homes.

WASHINGTON <AP> - The 
Carter administration reversed 
an earlier stand today and 
urged Congress to authorize 
speedy construction of as many 
as two pipelines to transport 
surplus Alaskan crude oil from 
the West Coast to the inland 
United States. 
Federal 
Energy 
Adminis­ 
trator John F. O’Leary told a 
Senate subcommittee that the 
overland lines are needed be­ 
cause of an anticipated glut of 
oil from the newly opened 
Alaska oil pipeline on the U.S. 
West Coast. 
“The administration firmly 
believes that the construction of 
at least one, and perhaps two, 
of the proposed west-to-east 
pipeline systems is urgently 
needed in order to assure an ef­ 
ficient 
means of delivering 
Alaskan crude oil to those 
areas of the country which 
need it,” O’Leary said. 
He said the administration 
now 
backs 
legislation 
that 
would cut through federal and 


state red tape to get the pipe­ 
line. or pipelines, authorized as 
quickly as possible — as pre­ 
vious legislation did for Alaska 
oil and yet-to-be built gas pipe­ 
lines 
In the past, the adminis­ 
tration has opposed such an ap­ 
proach for a west-to-east oil 
pipeline.

The legacy of II inches of 
rain in 24 hours was devas­ 
tation in the expensive shops of 
the city’s Country Chib Plaza, 
tedious cleanup along Brush 
Creek and the Blue River, and 
worry over the fate of some 
two dozen people still listed as 
missing. 
The damage, like the metro­ 
politan area, crossed state bor­ 
ders and the governors of Mis­ 
souri and Kansas each planned 
to ask federal disaster aid. 
Still, because the shopping 
area is so well known — its 


Christmas lighting has been de­ 
picted in dozens of magazines 
— the flood is likely to become 
known as the “Country Chib 
Plaza Flood.” 
The damage was awesome. 
Preliminary estimates in the 
metropolitan area showed 86 
businesses 
damaged or de­ 
stroyed; 228 houses, ISO apart­ 
ments and 500 mobile homos 
suffering at least some dam­ 
age. 
“It’s devastating,” said Mis­ 
souri Gov. Joseph Teaadale, a 
Kansas City native, after a 24- 
hour tour of the area. "I hope I 
can get as much money as I 
can for the people who have 
been hurt.” 
Gov. Robert F. Bennett of 
Kansas pronofceed the need 


critical after his two-hour tour, 
which included a shopping cen­ 
ter in suburban Mission -where 
one store alone estimated $500,- 
000 in late merchandise. 


At the height of the storm 
Monday night, 2,600 had to flee 
their homes.

Gambling with state funds to 
rehabilitate prison inmates 
who have drug problems has 
been a risky venture with the 
State of Missouri coming out a 
loser more often than not. 
Bill Elder of the Division of 
Alcoholism and Drug Abuse is 
like an oddsmaker checking 
all the angles and hoping to 
cut his losses. “You might say 
we’re looking for a way to 
hedge our bets,” Elder said. 
If he is successful, both the 
state and the inmates will 
come out winners. 
l Elder 
is 
working 
with 
representatives 
from 
the 
Division of Corrections and 
the Division of Probation and 
Parole to find a way for 
choosing prison inmates who 
may have a better chance at 
staying away from drugs — 
and therefore a better chance 
for rehabilitation. 


If a method for more ef­ 
fectively choosing inmates for 
drug rehabilitation programs 
can be defined, the state may 
lessen expenditures for the 
program. 


“If we can select those we 
can have a good success rate 
with, if we can lower the 
recidivism rate, we can help 
the taxpayer and can be cost 


effective,” Elder said. 
Elder, along with the other 
state officials, has come up 
with a 
proposed 
program 
which is scheduled to be used 


on 
a 
small 
scale 
ex­ 
perimentally beginning Oct. 1. 
If the program is successful, 
prison officials may get the 
mechanism needed to single 
out those inmates with a 
better chance of avoiding 
drugs once they are released 
from prison. 
In the process of setting up 
the proposed program, the 
state completed a study of 
substance abuse, 
including 
alcohol and drugs, among 
state prisoners. The study was 
published in March and in­ 
dicated about 42 per cent of 
the state prison population 
had been arrested at least 
once as a result of using 
alcohol and 40.5 per cent had 
been arrested at least once as 
a result of using drugs. 
To deal with the problem of 
substance abuse among in­ 
mates, Elder and Ron Egger, 
of the Division of Corrections, 
have proposed a 
program 
which 
calls 
for 
in-depth 
screening 
of 
inmates 
and 
using drugs to discourage the 
abuse of alcohol and heroin. 


“ Essentially, the way it is 
set up, it is a more intensive 
program 
where 
we 
do 
relatively heavy screening,” 


Egger said. “We’re looking 
for people who have a problem 
and are ameanable to rehabil- 
itation. 
With heavy screening, Elder 
said the state hopes to con­ 
centrate on inmates who show 
a 
strong 
d e s i r e 
for 
rehabilitation. 
Presently, inmates may be 
released to halfway houses 
where drug counseling may or 
may not be available. “Right 
now. the demand for services 
is so great, people are placed 
on availability of a slot. A 
halfway house can vary in 
quality of services,” Elder 
said. 
U nder 
the 
proposed 
program, a halfway house will 
be established to deal with 
inmates with 
a 
substance 
abuse problem who are willing 
to 
submit 
to 
treatm ent. 
Prominent in the treatment at 
the halfway house is the use of 
two 
drugs, 
antibuse 
and 
naltrexone. 
After ingesting antibuse, a 
p erson 
becom es 
very 
nauseous if he drinks alcohol, 
Elder said. Naltrexone works 
on a similar principle with 
heroin. 
"If you take a drink, you get 
very nauseated,” Elder said. 
“ Man> benefit from such an 
immediate return.” 
Elder said he hopes to have 
a contractor bid on a halfway 


house offering the services by 
Oct. 1. Initially, the facility 
will be able to accommodate 
30 inmates at capacity, Elder 
said. If the program is suc­ 
cessful, more houses may be 
established. 
In the halfway house, in­ 
mates would be supervised 
each day to assure medication 
is taken on a carefully con­ 
trolled basis. Elder termed 
the 
method 
of 
treatment 
“very tough.” 
Egger said inmates eligible 
for parole who have shown a 
drug 
abuse 
problem 
may 
enter the program, but ap­ 
plying for treatment is not a 
prerequisite for release. “It 
will be a factor, but the 
Division

awarding release on the same 
basis as they have for years,” 
he said. “ It’s an additional

Elder said the program may 
help former inmates over­ 
come one of the problems that 
has been standing in the way 
of rehabilitation.

The lid is raised and Allen, 
unbelievably nearing age 70, 
zips his hand in and brings out 
the big rattler. He m aintains a 
firm grip behind the snake's 
spear-shaped head. Allen’s left 
hand grasps the snake’s coiling 
body as he lifts him clear of 
the tool box. 
Shuler moves in quickly w ith 
a cotton swab saturated with a 
red mixture containing iodine. 
The rattler responds to the 
pressure of Allen's fingers on a 
strategic spot on its neck by 
opening its mouth fully, ex­ 
posing the curved white fangs 
capable of squirting a deadly 
hemotoxic poison that attacks 
the blood components and mus­ 
cles of the snake’s victims. 
Shuler slowlv m aneuvers the 
swab around the fangs and 
paints the deep recesses of the 
rattler’s inflamed throat. 
Carefully, and with the ease 
of many years spent handling 
deadly snakes. Allen lowers the 
snake to a table. The snake 
doctor moves in closer and 
dabs medicine on an infected 
area on top of the rattler’s 
head.

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Bill would retrain 
displaced homemakers 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Con­ 
gress is studying a bill that 
would help establish centers to 
retrain millions of divorced or 
widowed women who have la­ 
bored for decades as homemak­ 
ers and mothers, but suddenly 
find themselves on their own. 
Often spurned by lawmakers, 
state employment services and 
the women’s movement, these 
“older women, whether to sup­ 
port their children or them­ 
selves, are often ill-prepared to 
enter the labor market,” the 
bill’s sponsor, Sen. Birch Bayh, 


D-Ind., told a hearing Monday. 
Bayh’s bill would give the 
states $10 million in the fiscal 
year tint begins Oct. l to help 
them open service centers for 
the displaced homemakers. 
Bayh told the Senate human 
resources subcommittee that 
such middle aged women, rob­ 
bed of their livelihood by di­ 
vorce or the death of a spouse, 
get little help from Social Se­ 
curity and job placement pro­ 
grams. 
He noted that widows cannot 


collect on their husband’s So­ 
cial Security until age 60. 
If these women do “breach 
the barriers of age and sex dis­ 
crimination,” Bayh said, “they 
are still likely to be employed 
at menial, low-level occupations 
which provide only marginal in­ 
come.” 
The state centers would pro­ 
vide job counseling and train­ 
ing programs plus legal and fi­ 
nancial help. 
An Illinois state representa­ 
tive said manv recent widows 


and divorcees could be called 
the “new poor.” Susan Catania 
said “only about one divorcee 
in every seven is awarded 
alimony and leas than one in 
two Ogranted financial support 
for the children. 
“These women are not look­ 
ing for a handout, but help to 
help themselves,” she said. 
While there are no specific 
figures on the number of dis­ 
placed 
homemakers 
nation­ 
wide, Sen. Donald W. Riegle, 
D-Mich., told the committee 
that the 10 million widows in 
1975 reperesented a 45 per cent 
jump in five years. The four 
million new divorcees that year 
were an increase of 223 per 
cent since 1950, he added. 
Bills to supply aid to women 
who never worked outside the 
home have been passed in 13 
states.

Eager to see more U.S. 
flights to European points other 
than London, Kahn said: ‘Td 
love to stick it to them. If we 
kin the British tourist business, 
they might come bock apd beg 
us to open up the agreement.” 
He asked staff members to 
expedite a plan for new U.S. 
routes to Luxembourg, a major 
center for European connecting 
flights. 


"The British may find the 
treaty is good for their airlines, 
but not for tourism,” added the 
chairman, who has voiced his 
opposition to the agreement be­ 
fore. 
American cities that would be 
given their first direct Eu­ 
ropean service are Atlanta, 
Cleveland, Dallas-Fort Worth, 
Denver, Houston, Kansas City, 
Mimeapoli*St. Paul, New Or­ 
leans, Pittsburgh, St Louis and 
Tampa. 
The CAB proposed essentially 
the same plan last year, only to 


have it shot down by thsn-Preo- 
ident Gerald H. Ford. 
President Carter, who will 
have the final say, asked for a 
plan by early next month, aim­ 
ing for a decision by early No­ 
vember. 
The board submitted the pro­ 
posal to its general counsel 
Monday. Substantive changes 
are not expected in the docu­ 
ment.

Enterprise passes 2nd flight test 


EDWARDS 
AIR 
FORCE 
BASE, Calif. (AP) — Two as­ 
tronauts steered the Space 
Shuttle Enterprise through a 
winding five-minute glide today 
in a successful second free 
flight test of the craft designed 
for once-a-week space commut­ 
ing in the 1900s. 
The air liner-sized space plane 
lifted cleanly from its carrier 
plans a few minutes behind 
schedule and touched down in a 
rooster tail of sand on the 
desert floor exactly as planned. 
“Looking great,” came the 
word from Houston, where the 
flight was directed and con­ 
trollers watched on TV moni­ 
tors. 
“Looks 
beautiful 
from 
chase,” radioed the .pilot of one 
of four sleek Jet chase planet 
accompanying 
the 
massive 
Shuttle. 
Astronaut Joe Engle, 45, who 


had previoulsy flown the X15 
rocket plane to landings at this 
same NASA Dryden Flight Re­ 
search Center, guided the En­ 
terprise through a much tighter 
turn than the craft had made a 
month ago. 
As he did so, assisted by 
copilot Richard Truly, 41, the 
delta-winged ship rolled nearly 
onto its side, turning its Mack- 
painted underbelly toward tele­ 
vision camera« in a chase 
plane. 


"We sure want to thank you 
for the ride up here,” Engle ra­ 
dioed to the pilot of the Boeing 
747 just before explosive bolts 
fired to break the connection 
between the piggybacked craft. 
The astronauts were given a 
few more tasks for the second 
flight 
The flight plan called for 
Engle to punch soon after the 
separation a series of num­ 
bered keys, somewhat like 
those on a push button phone, 


triggering the shuttle’s comput­ 
ers to fly the Enterprise auto­ 
matically with the guidance of 
an electronic brain. 
Engle, an Air Force colonel, 
also had instructions to nose 
the plane up and down and roll 
it gently from side to side to 
check its responsiveness to 
cockpit controls. 
On Aug. 12, two other astro­ 
nauts piloted the Enterprise 
during a successful 5%-minute 
flight.

The study said the health of 
the babies of moderate drinkers 
— women who drink more than 
once a month but do not fit into 
the category of heavy drinkers 
— and teetotalers was virtually 
the same. 
The findings are based on a 
review by Boston University 
doctors of the drinking habits 
of 633 pregnant women at Bos­ 
ton City Hospital. 
Earlier studies have warned 
of the dangers of drinking to 
the unborn, but this is the first 
report that measures the odds 
of this damage occurring. 
Dr. Eileen M. Oullette, who 
directed the study, **id she 
recommends that women give 
up drinking completely while 
pregnant. 
“It’s unknown whether there 
is a safe amount that can be 
ingested,” she said in an inter­ 
view. “Alcohol crosses the pla­ 
centa and goes directly into the 
baby.” 
Some of the women cut down 
on their drinking during preg­ 
nancy, but the doctors said only 
two of the 27 women who drank 
heavily throughout pregnancy 
had normal intents. 
The study defined heavy 
drinkers as those who consume 
five or more drinks daily, or an 
average of more than lVi 
ounces of pure alcohol a day. 
However, the heavy drinkers in 
the test consumed an average 
of more than 6 ounces of pure 
alcohol a day. 
The doctors discovered a va­ 
riety of abnormalities among 
the babies of the heavy drink­ 
ers. 
Seventeen per cent of the 
heavy drinkers' children had 
serious birth defects, they said, 
compared with 3 per cent of the 
babies of nondrinkers, defined 
as women who drink less than 
once a month. 
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The babies of the heavy 
drinkers were also ter more 
likely to be jittery, unable to 
suck well.and have small heads 
and brains and poor muscle 
tone. 
Overall, 71 per cent of the 
heavy drinkers’ children had 
some kind of abnormality, com­ 
pared with 36 per cent of the 
nondrinkers’ babies, they said.

Protein in urine 


By Lawrence E. Lamb, M.D. 
DEAR DR. LAMB - My 
daughter is 12 years old and 
about two years ago a urine 
specimeA showed excess pro­ 
tein. A year later another 
specimen showed too much 
protein. A 24-hour specimen 
showed the same thing 
She had X rays of her 
kidneys using dye and 
everything was normal, 
kidneys, bladder, urethra. A 
pediatric urologist said there 
was no disease present that 
could be causing it. He did say 
that some people produced 
protein in their urine just 
from being overactive but my 
daughter is not active 
athletically. He also said 
some people could get it from 
standing. 
What are the consequences 
of having too much protein in 
the urine if everything else is 
all right? Can she just con­ 
tinue on with this condition or 
is there a chance something 
might develop later? I don’t 
know if we should pursue this 
or just think that happens to 
be the way she is. 
DEAR READER - Having 
had a good examination and 
having been told that your 
daughter has no disease I 
would think you could relax 
about it. 
Your daughter probably has 
orthostatic albuminuria, 
which is what your pediatric 
urologist meant. Albumin is 
one of the blood proteins we 
all have. It actually leaks into 
the urine from the kidney and 
is reabsorbed by the kidney so 
that we don’t lose very much 
of it in the urine. Anything 
that increases the amount 
leaked by the kidney will in­ 
crease the amount that shows 
up on a urine test. 
In some people standing 
seems to increase the leak 
into the urine or the failure of 
the kidneys to reabsorb 
albumin in su ffic ie n t 
amounts. Orthostatic refers to 
standing. Hence, the term 
orthostatic albuminuria. 
Sometimes this can be 
demonstrated by studying the 
urine collected during a

If it is 
normal you can be pretty sure 
that the variation associated 
with standing is the explana­ 
tion. 
Albumin can occur in the 
urine because of a variety of 
kidney diseases. A simple in­ 
fection of the kidney may 
cause it or it may be 
associated with nephritis. In­ 
creased amounts of albumin 
also appear in the urine dur­ 
ing heart failure. It must 
always be regarded as an in­ 
dictator. The next step is find­ 
ing out if it indicates 
something important or is just 
a normal variation.

CHICAGO (AP) — A new 
group of children is growing up 
in the United States. They are 
‘‘the long-term survivors” of 
childhood cancer, a medical 
team said Wednesday. 
They are “children who now 
are off chugs, getting married, 
having offspring of their own, 
and becoming productive mem­ 
bers of society,” said Dr. John 
R. Hartman of the Children's 
Orthopedic Hospital in Seattle, 
Washington. 
But, like children who still 
are battling cancers, they have 
specialized needs, he told the 
American Cancer Society's sec­ 
ond national conference on hu­ 
man values and cancer. 
‘‘Obtaining adequate medical 
coverage for themselves, gen­ 
etic counseling regarding the 
effects of (their own chug and 
radiation) treatment on their 
offspring, vocational rehabilita­ 
tion, job security, and living 
daily with the fear that their 
disease may recur, are just a 
few 
of 
the concerns and 
stresses facing this group of 
young adults ” 
“We have an obligation to 


these children, not only to try 
and give them a life free from 
cancer, the disease, but free 
from the emotional scars of 
cancer, which if ignored can be 
just as crippling and devas- 
ating as the disease itself,” 
Hartman said. 
“No longer can the child with 
cancer be assumed to have a 
atal disease,” he said, “but 
*ather, working with the philos­ 
ophy that cancer in childhood is 
curable, children with such 
cancers as acute leukemia, 
Hodgkin’s 
disease, 
non-Hod­ 
gkin's lymphoma, Wilms’ tu­ 
mor and rhabdomyosarcoma 
are being given the opportunity 
of a normal life span.” 
In acute lymphoblastic leu­ 
kemia, for example, the five- 
year survival rate has in­ 
creased from less than 10 per 
cent in studies begun in 1964 to 
a projected five-year survival 
rate now of over 80 per cent. 
But treatment can have its 
penalties

from 
strong drugs, radiation sick­ 
ness, loss of hair, even loss of 
limbs, heavy expenses, and 
stresses within 
family life, 


Hartman said. 
“There is life after cancer,” 
said Lane W. Adams, executive 
vice president of the American 
Cancer Society, speaking of 
some 1,700 persons, at the con­ 
ference, involved in various as­ 
pects of cancer care. “Each 
one of us is unwilling to settle 
for helplessness” in the face of 
cancer. 


“We need to seek the cancer 
patient not as a statistic or as 
an isolated organ, but as a per­ 
son ... a person who must con­ 
tinue living day to day, even 
while fighting a battle that far 
too many people lose,” said 
Mrs. E. Morgan Montgomery, 
of Atlanta, Ga., a volunteer and 
vice president of the society. 
“Even for cured patients,” 
she said, “cancer does not real­ 
ly end after the treatments are 
over, or after the five-year 
waiting period, because the so­ 
cial, 
physical,

and economic after-effects on

BATAVIA, m. (AP) - Con­ 
servationists are trying to undo 
what their ancestors did to a 
plot of prairie land at Fermi 
National Accelerator Labora­ 
tory. 
They have finished their an­ 
nual seeding, not with corn and 
soybeans, but with the wild 
grasses 
and 
flowers 
which 
th rived before they were up­ 
rooted by the plow. 
Dr. Robert F. Betz, professor 
of biology at Northeastern Il­ 
linois University, Chicago, said 
in an interview that when the 
project was completed in about 
10 years the site would be sci­ 
entifically 
valuable 
for 
the 
study of ecosystems and the 
evolution of prairie land. 
Intensive cultivation starting 
in the 19th century destroyed 
all but a tiny fraction of the 
prairie — less than .002 per 
cent — in the eastern Middle 
West, Betz said. 
Fermilab turned over 660 
acres for the restoration proj­ 
ect, begun in 1974. Before Fer­ 
milab was built, the area was 
used for farming. 
Recently, Betz and his col­ 
leagues planted 450 pounds of 
seeds from about 30 varieties of 
prairie grass and 
24 
wild- 
flowers on another 40 or 50 
acres of the plot. That brings 
the total seeded so far to 60 or 
70. 
The principal varieties plant­ 
ed were purple and yellow cone 
flower, prairie dock, purple 
prairie clover, compass plant, 
and Indian, big and little blue- 
stem and switch grass. 
The original seeds, Betz said, 


came from prairies maintained 
by Morton Arboretum at Lisle 
and his university’s Markham 
plot, as well as an old cemetery 
and from along railroad tracks. 
Now, with the help of about 
200 volunteers from the labora­ 
tory and the nearby commu­ 
nity, seeds are harvested in the 
autumn from the restoration 
plot, as well as elsewhere, for 
reseeding the following spring. 
They are cleaned, sorted, 
bagged, dampened and stored 
under refrigeration until time 
for spring planting. 
Betz said plans were to har­ 
vest the seeds mechanically in 
about a year. This would mean 
about 1,000 pounds could be 
gathered, so that more acreage 
could be planted in 
future 
years. 
Thorough discing and plowing 
are done to try to eliminate 
weeds from areas to be seeded, 
Betz said, and a controlled 
burnoff is done on previously 
seeded areas in the springtime 
for the same purpose. 
Otherwise, the weeds crowd 
out the seedlings. 
Once the restored prairie is 
well along, Betz said, the con­ 
servationists plan to bring in 
Franklin 
ground 
squirrels, 
prairie cicadas, bumble bees, 
robber flies and other animals 
and insects which once in­ 
habited the virgin land, but 
some of which are now endan­ 
gered.

Tanned and wearing a cord 
suit with striped tie, Liddy 
sipped brandy and posed with 
his wife for photographers, 
talking about the last several 
days. 
“I was a bit surprised at how 
quickly one reaccom moda tes to 
s situation. I adapted to prison 
very rapidly and I adapted 
oack to freedom very rapidly,” 
said Liddy, crediting that to 
strict religious education and 
the adage: When in Rome do 
as the Romans do. 
He said he and his wife had 


not watched last week’s tele­ 
vision mini-series “Washington 
Behind Closed Doors,” based 
on the book, “The Company,” 
by John Ehrlichman, a Water­ 
gate figure still in prison. 
But he has found time to read 
newspapers, hard to come by in 
prison. 
Asked if he saw any parallels 
between the Bert Lance affair 
and Watergate, Uddy pointed 
to “some elements of the media 
and Congress,” who led to the 
destruction of Nixon. 
But Uddy said it would be 
“presumptuous, immature and 
imprudent" of him to make any 
judgment about Lance, Presi­ 
dent Carter’s embattled budget 
director, because he did not 
have all the facjz. 
Liddy, 
the proud father, 
spoke of his children, especially 
13-year-old Raymond, who beat 
him in a two-mile race by 10 
yards. 
“I was a little bit afraid that 
perhaps, because I just came 
out of prison, he might let me 
win,” said Liddy, who is 46. 
“But I was very pleased that 
he still had that same com­ 
petitive fire.

helped Watergate burglar E. 
Howard Hunt win parole, and 
he has filed his own suit claim­ 
ing 
Miami’s 
controversial 
homosexual rights law was un­ 
constitutional. 
Zamora and Darrell Agrella, 
14, are accused of breaking into 
the Miami Beach home of Eli­ 
nor Haggart, 83, on June 4 and 
shooting her to death with Mrs. 
Haggart’s own gun and stealing 
$415 and her car. They are to 
be tried separately as adults. 
Agrella’s trial is set for Nov. 7. 
Rubin disclosed in earlier 
court briefs that he would show 
Zamora “became intoxicated 
with the TV dramas and lived 
them as if they were his own 
fife.”

Taking off on the premise 
that fiction can be closer to 
truth than reality itself, Robert 
Ludlum builds his novel on the 
claim that FBI chief J. Edgar 
Hoover did not die a natural 
death but was assassinated. 
Carrying this a step further, 
Ludlum contends that Hoover 
possessed a mass of damaging 
data on the backgrounds of 
prominent people that could 
have prompted many to want 
to see him out of the way. 
The action centers around 
Peter Chancellor, a popular 
young novelist who was per­ 
suaded to abandon a budding 
career 
as 
an 
investigative 
writer and turn to fiction in­ 
stead by Inver Brass, a secret 
organization of national leaders 
operating as a sort of shadow 
government. 
Now Inver Brass has maneu­ 
vered Chancellor into the heart 
of a complex plot involving 
Hoover’s death and his missing 
files in hopes that he can find

Chancellor feels compelled to 
set everything down on paper 
and a new novel begins to take 
shape. 


“In fiction lies reality,” our 
hero muses, “the devices of the

Finally, after being pursued 
by shadowy figures bent on de­ 
stroying his mind and after 
seeing a parade of men die 
violently or break under tor­ 
ture, Chancellor is told that 
Hoover was done in. He appar­ 
ently was never aware of it, al­ 
though he suspects the actions 
and motives of everyone he 
meets in this weighty volume. 


The novel hits a high pitch of 
suspense, but tries to sustain it 
so long that interest finally be­ 
gins to flag. Still, Ludlum does 
succeed in weaving together 
what seemed to be hopelessly 
snarled strands and emerges 
with a dramatic ending that 
should satisfy the most jaded 
whodunit fan.

Another contraceptive, also in 
clinical testing, is a treated wa­ 
fer that is implanted under the 
animal’s skin. A drug is slowly 
released from the wafer into 
the animal’s system over a 
long period of time,perhaps up 
to seven years. 
A third kind is a drug in­ 
jection. This, a form of hor- 
| inone vaccine, is furthest from 
common use. 
Each of the contraceptives 
with its advantages and dis­ 
advantages "may 
have

place in the whole scheme of 
controlling over-population in 
pets,” Murdiek said. 
‘The wafer and vaccination 
have longer effects and may be 
economically more 
feasible.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Consumer Product Safety Com­ 
mission is ordering the recall of 
about 60,000 painted “Snoopy” 
toy banks that have excessive 
amounts of lead.

It said a routine check by the 
manufacturer, Ideal Toy Corn, 
of Hollis, N.Y., revealed that 
the paint used on the banks had 
a lead content which 
the government’s present per­ 
missible level of five-tenUv of 
one per cent. 
The commission said the re­ 
call of the banks is being car­ 
ried out in coopération with the 
manufacturer.
